GERMAN ATTACK ON VERDUN 


HAS ONCE MORE FAILED 


Formidable Drive In Checked and Only 


FluhtlnK IH hi Comparatively 
Small Attucka.

PARIS, April 13.—Calm prevailed in 


the whole region of Verdun last night, 
today's official 
communication says. 


Preparations, were made hy the Ger- 
mans for ah attack on'HIll No. 30-1, 
but tho attack was prevented by the 
French from being carried Into effect. 
No other Important developments were 
reported. 


The Gorman general attack on tho 


left bank of tho Mouse, which began 
on Sunday, Is regarded as having boon 
beaten and ttie Germans have reverted 
to tho previous relatively small alter- 
nate strokes against tho French posi- 
tions on both sides of the river, and to 
artillery operations. 


When tho remaining French projec- 


tion along Forges Brook had 
been 


straightened out the Germans were 
able to engage tho principal lino to 
tho west of the river from Avoncourt 
hy Hill No. 30'! and Dead Man Hill to 
Cumlercs. Only frontal attacks umlei 
difficult conditions woro possible ex- 
cept at Dead Man Hill, where the Ger- 
mans wcro ablf; to attack through tho 
ravine. 


Thoy tried to force a passage be- 


tween Dead Man Hill and Cumieres 
and to work around tho south of tho 
hill In order to envelop. 
After two 


days ot hard fighting this maneuver 
failed and with It Is.believed to have 
collapsed tho main Idea of that par- 
ticular German attack.
